Across the Fulham Bridge there rattled an almost

At 4 o'clook the
gouth shore was lined from the Bells to Hartes
Terrace with an unbroken mass of ot belngs,
Thelr Interest was intense: they looked anXiously
dewn the river: loud eries broke out @éver and anon,
“Here  they  come,’ and they, the long
line, would crune  ita  thousamls  of neces
and men would be pughed out of place and stronger
wien ger thelr positions, andl the crowd would shout
and ldogh,  Here and there eheors were oand—now
for the Oxfords and now for the Harvards, The
vmpathy Of the lower clusgs was unmistukably with
thelr countrymen.  But there was the best of feeling,
I'he gay decoritions of the vehleles—iany of them
belng trimmed with the colors of the respective
orews—gave o lvely appearinee to the crowds, and
the animation and excltement duriog the long walt
never ffagged for an Instant.,

Around the starting point every movement was
watohed with breathicss interest,  Below the bridge
the crowded steamers, ferbldden to eome bevand «
certain  point, seemed masses of humun belpgs,
The crowds, when the men ul;;u-urwl, :J.il-|1l'1t.'lf' and
ut short intervals ofered kKindly advice. When the
word to start was given, and the two boats ahot
ahend ke arrows, the fmmense ¢OnCoNrss secimeil
to hold its breath,.

They
were greeted with eries and chearnds—now ole crew,
now the other, but there was nothing to indlcate
that the brave fellows heard & word. As they passed
up, the lower end of the crowd attempted 1o follow,
Indeed, the progress of the Dowks marked the
digsolution of the line of people. Above It Wus
straight, expectant, eager; below, tormoll, confu-
slon.

mile, Oxtord drew up level just beyond Hummersmith
Bridge, and when of Cliiswick, two miles and u huif
from the start, gained the lead, and after that they
won us they Hked,  The Oxtord crew never changed
their stroke during the race, The stroke of Haevard
waa rregular; they lost form wholly above Hawm-
mersmith, and when of  Chiswick were rowed
to  pleces, though  they pulled to  the end
of & hopeless  race with  magoificent  pluck,
and that long after thelr swrength and control over
their muscles had falled. For the lnst two miles
they had “pluck,” and that only, the coxswaln
steering “wide,” and the stroke Leing futally yulek,
T'he superlority of Oxford, manifest throughout the
rice, was never doubtful after the tirat half mille,
though Harvard retplned the lead some time after
that point.
